UF LEWIS RULING;

“Orders Mandate Issued 
11 Days Ahead of Cus-

WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP) 
~The Supreme Court ordered to-, 
day that its mandate in the John 


L. Lewis case be issued on March! 


20—11 days ahead of customary 
time. 

The Government had asked the 
court to act immediately to en- 
force its decision against Lewis 
and the United Mine Workers. 

The court's decision requires 
that within five days after its 
mandate is issued Lewis must 
withdraw a notice to the mine 
workers that the union’s work- 
ing contract with the Govern- 
ment is ended. If not, it will cost 
the United Mine Workers 32,800, 
000 


When upholding the contempt 
fonvictions of Lewis and the 
UMW for disregarding a United 
States District Court order against 
last fall's coal strike, the Supreme 
Court reduced a $3,500,000 fine 
against the union to $700,000. It 
said, however, that the original 
amount of the fine should be col- 
lected if Lewis did not withdraw 
the order. A $10,000 fine against 
Lewis was upheld. 

The effect of today’s ruling is 
to bar the door against a new 
walkout on March 31.

In other actions today, the 
court: 

Ruled 8 to 1 that loans from 
the Farm Credit Administration 
must be repaid before other 
creditors collect from the estate 
of the borrowing farmer.

Refused to review a conten- 
tion by C. D. Beck of Sidney, 
O., that constitutional guaran- 
tees of freedom of speech per- 
mitted him to tell his employes 
a union was a “racket.” The 
National Labor Relations Board 
had ruled it was an unfair 

bor practice barred’ by the 

agner Act. 

Lewis ended the mine strike last 
fall by ordering the miners to 
work until March 31. 

Under normal procedure, the Su- 
preme Court's mandate (order in 
connection with the contempt de- 
cision) would not have reached 
the lower court until March 31. 
That would have left five days in 
which the miners could have re- 
mained away from the pits with- 
out being subject to the full 
amount of the original fine. 

Atterney General Tom C. Clark 
had requésted early action by the 
Supreme Court ih order to avert 
what he said was danger of an- 
other walkout of 400,000 miners,

returns, asserted today that when 


some men make out their income 
tax returns they lose all inhibi- 
tions. 

There’s the harassed taxpayer 
in Columbus, O., for example. In 
the space at the bottom of the 
form which says, “Do not write 
in this space,” he wrote: “Who 
the hell says I can’t?” 

A man in Chicago attached the 
following quotation to his return: 
“From him that hath not, shall 
be taken away even that which 
he hath.” 

“That, you lugs,” he wrote, “is 
from the Bible. Apparently that's 
the only part you believe in.” 

A taxpayer in New York en- 
closed the proper forms and a 
check for partial payment. He 
also included one half of a white 


shirt. He informed the bureau he 
would send the rest of the money 
and the other half of his shirt as 
soon as possible. 

A taxpayer in Columbia, S.C., 
mailed in no return, no check— 
just a note. It read: 

“Dear sirs: Where the hell is 
my refund? Yours truley.” 

A Cincinnati man sent in his 
return and a set of false teeth. 
“I won't need these any more,” 
he wrote, I haven't enough 
money left to eat on.” 

A husband in California wrote:

Again Asks Soviet Gen- 
eral to Permit Allied 
Investigation and 
Raises Kovacs Case 
Once More.

BUDAPEST, March 17 (AP) — 
The United States, in its second 
note in 12 days to Russian au- 


thorities in Budapest, protested 
today that minority groups led by 
the Communist party in Hungary 
were “attempting to seize power 
through resort to extra-constitu- 
tional tactics.” 

The note, signed by Brig. Gen. 
George H. Weems, American rep- 
resentative on the Allied Control 
Council for Hungary, was ad- 
dressed to Russian Lt. Gen. V. P. 


Sviridov. It said Communist tac- 


tics were threatening the contin- 
udnce of democracy in Hungary.” 

The note renewed demands for 
an inquiry, saying: “The United 
States Government considers that 
the powers signatory to the agree- 
ment concluded at Yalta in regard 
to liberated Europe are obligated 
to take concerted action to inves- 
t gate political conditions in Hun- 
gary. 

“In my government’s view it 
cannot be contended that such an 
investigation would, as you sug- 
gest, improperly impair the legal 
rights of the Hungarian courts, or 
that my government’s concern 
with regard to the case of Bela 
Kovacs constitutes an infringe- 
ment of the right of the Soviet 
occupation authorities to take rea- 
sonable measures for the mainte- 
nance of the security of occupation 
forces.” 

Kovacs, secretary general of the 
middle-of-the-road Smallholders 
party and a member of Parlia- 
ment, was arrested by the Rus- 
sians recently.

NUERNBERG NAZ 


Remains of Goering and 
10 Executed Leaders 
Dispersed in Stream in 


Munich.

FRANKFURT, March 17 
The bodies of Hermann Goering, 
who committed suicide, and his 10 
fellow Nazi leaders who were 


hanged were cremated on the day 
of the mass execution last Oct. 16 
and the ashes were sifted into a 
stream at Munich—birthplace of 
the Nazi party. 

Thus, for these 11 top-flight 
Nazis at least, the road ended 
where it began after a cataclysmic 
cycle of destruction, 

The United States Army dropped 
a curtain over the events follow- 
ing the Nuernberg hangings to 
preclude any possibility of fur- 
nishing a “shrine” for Nazi 
fanatics. Now word has come that 
photographs of the dispersal of 
the Nazis’ ashes are being offered 
for sale in the United States, So 
the secret, unveiled by United 
Press correspondents after weeks 
of checking, no longer is a secret. 

The bodies were cremated in a 
cemetery building in the Ostfried- 
hof area of east Munich. The gas 
erematory oven could handle only 
one coffin at a time and it took 
all day to do the job. 

Late at night an American of- 
ficer took 11 heavy urns, and the 
military party left the crematory. 

The precise time and place of 
the next scene in the drama are 
not known. At least three Amer- 
icans were present—a high Army 
security officer, a mortuary of- 
ficer and a civilian mortician, 
maybe a fourth.

HONOLULU, March. 17 (UP) — 
The Navy today announced the 
rescue of 22 men from the storm- 
beaten stern section of the tanker 
Fort Dearborn. 

The Navy said the seamen, 
stranded on the half-ship since 
last Wednesday, had been rescued 
by the amphibious command ship 
U.S. S. El Dorado which had been 
shepherding the broken hulk. They 
were later transferred to a Navy 
patrol escort vessel. 


Winds as high as 60 knots had 
prevented their rescue since the 
Fort Dearborn broke in two dur- 
ing a storm about 1100 miles north- 
west of Hawaii. 

Ten other men, including the 
Capt. 
Richard W. Mahoney, were taken 
off the foundering bow section of 
the ship last Friday and were be- 
ing transported to Hawaii aboard

W. H. Gordon. 


Twelve other members of the 
crew still were missing at sea 
after abandoning the stricken ves- 


sel in a lifeboat and now are the 


object of a widespread air search.

Gordon, reported that the 10 crew 
members of the Dearborn taken 
aboard the n.

of Carlo Tresca, Italian language 
labor newspaper editor. 

Grumet’s comment was made 
after a group, headed by Socialist 
leader Norman Thomas, left with 
him a statement which urged the 
district attorney “to summon a 
grand jury to investigate the role 
of NKVD and certain American 
Communist party leaders” in the 
Tresca killing in New York on 
Jan. 11, 1943, and the disappear- 
ance of Juliet Stuart Poyntz. 

Miss Poyntz, onetime Commuhist 
leader, was declared legally dead 
in October 1944, seven years after 
disappearing from her mid-Man- 
hattan residence in June 1937. At 
the time, Surrogate James A. Foley 
noted that charges had been made 
that she was “kidnaped and re 
moved to Russia.” 

The Thomas group said in its 
statement that the book, “This Is 
My Story,” by Louis F. Budenz, 
former member of the Communist 
party’s national committee and a 
former St. Louisan, “reveals high- 
ly important information about 
the terrorist activities of the 
NKVD, the Russian secret police, 
in the United States.” 

Thomas said the group had re 
ceived “assurances” from Grumet, 
saying: “We don’t expect a mira 
cle.” He said the group told 
Grumet that federal and local 
prosecutors should “band together 
in an all-out effort to stamp out 
Communist terrorists and politi 
cal murders.”

ity, that the tone is well focused 
and the scale fairly even through- 
out the disclosed range with the 
exception of the very top where 
the tone thins out and is not un- 
der good control.

IN BANK FRAUD 


Monahan, Ward Charged 
With Misapplying 812, 
474—Accused of Tak- 
ing $95,000. 


Federal warrants were issued 
today against Edward M. Mona- 
han, a former assistant trust of- 
ficer of the Mercantile-Commerce 
Bank & Trust Co., and Thomas J. 
University City con- 
tractor, charging them with mis- 


application of $12,474 of funds of 
the bank, 

The warrants were issued by 
United States Commissioner John 
A, Burke, on complaints filed by 
Assistant United States Attorney 
The $12,474 cited 
is part of $95,000, which the bank 
announced last Friday had been 
misappropriated by Monahan and 
Ward through fake bills for con- 
struction on property managed 
by. the bank, 

Gerald B. Norris, chief St. Louls 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agent, submitted partial results of 
an investigation to Freer. today. 
The results of the inquiry, begun 
Friday, cover thé $12,474 men- 
tioned in the warrants. It was re- 
ported that Monahan and Ward 
will surrender for arraignment be- 
fore Commissioner~Burke; proba- 
bly late today. 

The warrant against Monahan 
charges him with abstracting and 
wilfully misapply $12,474 of funds 
of the bank, a. member of the 
Federal Reserve System, Ward is 
charged separately with aiding 
and abetting in the misapplication 
of funds, The charge, under the 
Federal Reserve Act, is a felony, 
punishable on conviction by a 
maximum penalty of five years in 
prison and a $5000 fine. 

Monahan, a trusted bank em- 
ploye for 30 years, approved bills 
submitted by Ward for purported 
repairs and improvements on real 
estate managed for the bank's 
trust department customers, Ward, 
operating the Maffitt Construction 
Co., had done work for the bank 
for years, and in the last 20 years 
was paid $153,000 for construction 
work, the bank announced. This 
sum included $95,000 for work that 
was not done, Ward and Monahan 
admitted to bank officers. 

Property against which fake re- 
pair bills were charged included 
holdings of about 50 trust estates. 
The estates are protected against 
loss by bond, and refunds to the 
accounts are being made as quick- 
ly as the fake bills are separated 
from legitimate rephir bills.

“St. Lou'cans must be warncd, 
however, that the most serious 
danger does not lie in the Elec- 
tion Board’s power to overcome. 
This is that people must vote 
“No” if they favor summer day- 
light time. They are voting not 


on daylight saving itself, which 
we have already, but on an ordi- 
nance to repeal the present day- 
light saving ordinance,” 

He urged organization leaders 
to impress on their memberships 
the importance of voting “No” to 
prevent the existing daylight sav- 
ing ordinance from being repealed. 


Frank L. Ramacciotti, Election 
Board chairman, said the board's 
effort to clarify the ballot wil] in- 
clude, not only the use of red 
printing, but also printing of the 
proposition on a separate ballot. 

The part to be printed in red, 
he said, will be just below the 
words “Yes” and “No,” and will 
read as follows: “To retain day- 
light saving time, scratch ‘Yes’; to 
abolish daylight saving time, 
scratch ‘No.’” 
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PILOT FOUND 19 HOURS 
AFTER JUMPIN CHUTE 


Injured in Fall From Tree in 
Which He Landed Near 
Scott Field.

First Lt. Dewey L. Neidy of 
Bakersfield, Calif., suffered a 
broken leg when he parachuted 
out of his Thunderbolt pursuit 
plane Saturday night over Dam- 
lansville, III., 15 miles southeast of 
Scott Field, and lay 19 hours until 
rescued yesterday afternoon, 

At the Scott Field station hos- 
pital today he was reported to be 
in good condition, 

Lt. Neidy, 25 years old, was fly- 
ing from Henaley Field, Dallas, 
Tex., to Scott Field on a training 
mission when his gasoline supply 
became low, due to head-winds. 
He parachuted out at about 8:15 
p.m. His plane crashed in a field 
about four miles south of Dam- 
lansville. . 

Landing in a tree about 100 feet 
up from the ground, Lt. Neidy at- 
tempted to climb down when he 
slipped and fell, 

Before he bailed out he had sent 
a radio signal to the field and a 
search Was organized. Shortly be- 
fore the Army searching party 
reached him, however, hunters dis- 
covered the pilot. Rescuers said 
he was in good spirits, despite his 
19-hour wait with an untreated 
compound fracture. 

Other planes in the same flight 
with Lt. Neidy had landed at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field, also short of 
gasoline. Pilots of the other 
planes had not seen Lt. Neidy bail 
out, however. 

The seventy-first fighter wing 
of the Missouri National Guard 
assisted in the search.

Win Present Case of Iron 
Hutments to Grand jury 
if Warranted. 


United States District Attorney 
William H. Hart of the Eastern 
District of Illinois said today he 
will investigate the unprecedented 
high cost of the corrugated iron 
hutments for veterans in East St. 
Louls and, if the facts warrant 
it, present the case to a Federal 
grand jury. | 

The American Legion Post 53 
in East St. Louis and the Central 
Trades and Labor Union in East 
St. Louis have demanded a grand 


jury investigation, 

Hart said he plans to talk to 
veterans and labor leaders to- 
morrow. He also will discuss the 
situation with F. P. Griffin, chair- 
man of the St. Clair County Hous- 
ing Authority, Hart said. 

The George L. Cousins Contract- 
ing Co. of St. Louis is completing 
five hutments in the 400 block on 
Third street in East St. Louis at 
a cost of $11,175 each. The staff 
of experts employed by Roy Wenz- 
lick, nationally known real-estate 
economist, told the Post-Dispatch 
these buildings could be dupli- 
cated today for a cost of not more 
than $5000 each. 

The Cousins firm is doing the 
work for the Federal Public Hous- 
ing Authority on a “cost plus a 
fixed fee” basis, Hutments are to 
be rented to veterans at rates not 
yet fixed. Each hutment contains 
two apartments.

Wals STATE 
RELIEF POLIS 


Calls Appropriations in 
Past ‘Harsh and Cruel, 


Bad Economy in Long 
Run.’ 


Missouri relief appropriations 
in the past not only have been 
“harsh and cruel, but also have 
been plain bad economy in the 
long run,” the Rev. G. Richard 
Wheatcroft, chairman of the Ade- 
quate Public Assistance Commit- 
tee of the Missouri Association 
for Social Welfare, declared to- 
day. 

He described the plight of some 
177,000 Missourians forced to take 
general relief or other assistance 
payments under the present re 
stricted budgets, “while the state 
has $50,000,000 in financial re- 


serves.” The Rev. Mr. Wheat- 
croft is pastor of Trinity Episco- 


pal Church at Kirksville, Mo. He 
spoke at a meeting of the St. 


Louls Chapter of the Welfare As 
sociation, at the York Hotel. 


Present general relief allow- 
ances of 52 per cent of minimum 
needs, he said, mean “slow star- 
vation” for the 28,000 persons 
forced to accept relief. Malnutri- 
tion, which accompanies relief 
diet, is a chief cause of tubercu- 
losis, he said, and “each tubercu- 
losis patient costs the state be- 
tween 34000 and $5000—thus our 
relief budget is bad economy.” 

Although the State Division of 
Welfare requested $7,000,000 from 
the present session of the Missouri 
Legislature for poneral reRef in 
the coming fiscal year, the Rev. 
Mr. Wheatcroft pointed out that 
the House committee considering 
the measure cut this figure to 
$2,000,000. On the floor of the 
House, he said, it was raised to 
$3,000,000, “through the work of 
the Missouri Association for So- 
cial Welfare.” 

He urged that the full appropri- 
ation be demanded when the 
measure reaches the Senate. “The 
unemployables—the sick and the 
lame—on general relief cannot go 
to the polls to speak for them- 
selves,” he gaid. “We must speak 
for them.” 

Old-age assistance monthly 
checks, averaging $33.99 to each 
of 107,000 persons 65 years old or 
older, must be cut 10 per cent if 
the present appropriation figure is 
not increased, he said. The Rev. 
Mr. Wheatcroft declared that the 
28,000 children receiving an aver- 
age of $14.18 a month can have 
only 70 per cent of their minimum 
needs met at that figure. He also 
urged that administration funds 


be increased.

If you 
are a cynic or believe in totali- 
tarianism you may doubt it is here 
to stay.

For Peace Talks Now. 

“It would be advisable for the 
world to initiate at this time 
peace talks with Japan, But peace 
won't mean complete relaxation 
of all guidance or controls.... 

“Japan on her initiative and 
without coercion has completed a 
constitution whch takes the great 
step of renouncing war. There 
was a great deal of criticism when 
this first appeared, but it re- 
mains, ... She also has abolished 
military installations under the 
Potsdam declaration. 

“Therefore they will be unpro- 
tected when we withdraw. Who 
is going to protect them?” 

One method would be “to back- 
track and permit small military 
establishments. ... But the Jap- 
anese are relying upon the ad- 
vance spirituality of the world to 
protect them against undue ag- 
gression ,. .” 

It was on this basis, MacAr- 
thur said, that he suggested re- 
céntly to a visiting editor that 
the United Nations should exer- 
cise control over Japan. 

“If the United Nations are ever 
to succeed, this is the most favor- 
able opportunity it has ever had. 
Japan would be willing and 
would desire it.

A. “I wouldn't want to speculate 
on that. The Japanese would ac- 
cept it.... It would be considered 
protective rather than repressive. 
It could continue as long as it 
was munificent. 


“I would, not envision any mili- 
tary formations of any sort after 
the peace treaty. Bayonet con- 
trol would be a mocker.“ 

Q. “What about restoration of 
Japan’s economy?” 

A. Japan, MacArthur said, was 
economically poor. “In fact, that 
was one reason she went to war 
—she was reaching out to get re- 
sources.” He pointed out that 
trade was the lifeblood of these 
islands and that to stimulate trade 
Japan must import such necessi- 
ties as cotton and wool, 

“We do not allow Japan to 
trade. She has got to be allowed 
to trade with the world. Japan 
is only permitted a barter system 
through the bottleneck of SCAP. 


We've got to take it out of the 


hands of the Government and put 
it in the hands of private traders. 

“Eighty million people need 20,- 
000,000 tons of food (annually). 
Seventeen million tons are pro- 
duced here... , There is no way 
I can see within the appreciable 
future that these people can get 
enough food from _ indigenous 
products.” , 


Quotes From Churchill. 


The job of occupation, he said, 
is to restore Japan’s production to 
self-sufficiency. “I once read of 
a statement Winston Churchill 
made in one of his moments of 
profound inspiration. Speaking of 
Germany, he said, ‘The problem is 
not to keep Germany down, but to 
keep it up.’ 

“I didn’t understand it then, but 
I do now. Our problem is to keep 
Japan up.” 

In recounting difficulties en- 
countered in attempting this, Mac- 
Arthur said “Japan cannot sell her 
raw silk in the United States. The 
scientists have outdone them. Mi- 
lady would rather have nylon hose 
than silk hose and they’re the 
boss, as any man will tell you. The 
scientists have relegated silk to 
a secondary position—just as they 
relegated armies and navies to a 
secondary position with air power 
and the atomic bomb. Well, that’s 
not quite true, but it illustrates 
what I mean.“ 


MacArthur said the Japanese 
were “magnificent farmers,” but 
needed fertilizer for lands ex- 
hausted of richness. Formerly, 
huge amounts were imported from 
China and Manchuria, “but not 
a pound has come in since the 
end of the war,” he said. He cited 
this to show difficulties of restor- 
ing production. / 

MacArthur mentioned that he 
had read a proposal by a Con- 
gressman to cut off Japan's for- 
eign trade for 50 years. 


Q. “What would 
did?”

William (Ironhead) Craycraft 
was being held at Edwardsville 
today charged with the murder in 
1937 of August Mayford, an Alton 
watchman. Craycraft was arrested 
Saturday as he walked out the 
gate of the Illinois State Peni- 
tentiary at Menard, on parole 
from a robbery sentence. 

State’s Attorney C. W. Burton 
said the confession Craycraft 
signed yesterday was to be pre- 
sented to the Madison County 

‘ grand jury today. | 

While he was in prison, Cray- 
craft made several conflicting 
statements, officials said, admit- 
ting that he and two companions 
had slugged and shot Mayford 
the night of Oct. 16, 1937. The 
body was found a month later ly- 
ing in brush along the bank of 
Cahokia Creek, two miles west 
of Edwardsville. 

In his statement yesterday, 

Crayeraft said Mayford had 
stopped him, Virgil Scott and 
Ralph Sanders in downtown Alton 
while the three were preparing to 
rob a- jewelry store and ware- 
house. 

When Mayford asked them, 
“What are you doing here?” Cray- 
eraft continued, he and Sanders 
struck Mayford, knocking him ‘un- 
conscious, and threw him into an 
automobile in which Scott was 
waiting. They drove to Sanders’ 
home in Venice, he said, where 
they decided to drive into the 
country to dispose of the watch- 
man. 

They threw Mayford, who was 
still unconscious, out of the auto- 
mobile at the spot at which the 
body was found, and fired several 
shots into his body, Craycraft said. 
Eight bullet holes were found in 
the body. Craycraft said he re- 
moved $20 to $30 from Mayford's 
wallet. 


Craycraft, Scott and Sanders 
participated with other men in at 
least 15 robberies in 1937 and 1938. 
They were known as “strip ban- 
dits” because of their practice of 
forcing their victims to disrobe 
in order to delay pursuit. 


Craycraft had served about 
eight and one half years of an 
indefinite sentence for the rob- 
beries. A deputy sheriff was at 
the prison gate Saturday, wait- 
ing to arrest him on a murder 
warrant issued late Friday by 
Justice of the Peace Charles O. 
Anderson at Edwardsville. 

Scott is not scheduled to be re- 
leased from the Menard prison

Leo Coffel, 21, son of the Christo- 
pher chief of police; Randall Har- 
ris, 24, and Howard Niblett, 23, 
both of Christopher, and Mike 
Puskar, 23, Valier. 

The automobile belonged to Nib- 
lett. 

The National Safety Council 
said it apparently was the worst 
highway accident on record for a 
single automobile. 

All But One Killed Instantly. 
West Frankfort police said all 
but one of the victims, Goldie Ar- 
nett, were killed instantly in the 
accident, which occurred as the 
young people were returning home 
after attending a walkathon at 
Herrin. Police said Miss Arnett 
died before reaching the hospital. 


Police did not learn who was driv- 


ing the car, 

Police said Miss Vineyard had 
joined the group for a ride home 
after a “spat” with her escort. 
State police said the automobile 
collided with the tender of the 
locomotive and was dragged 50 
feet. The impact knocked the 
shoes off several of the victims. 


Authorities said the accident 
might not have occurred if the 


Jautomobile had not been over- 


crowded, They believed the driv- 
er’s vision was obstructed because 
there were nine persons crowded 
into a five-passenger machine.

BAGHDAD, March 17. 


RAQ is a small country, which to the casual eye seems to con- 
sist entirely of dried mud. It is a perfect laboratory specimen of 
the whole Middle Eastern problem. Here, with none of the con- 


fusing side issues which so bedevil the earnest inquirer, are all the 
elements of the situation which has forced President Truman to em- 
bark on a great new departure in American foreign policy. 


To illustrate: 


Item: The devastating poverty. 


The female beggars with their 
spindly, tired-eyed babies—“John- 
nie, Johnnie, something for baby”; 
the stinking fly-ridden mud huts; 


the rags and undernourishment; 
the trachoma and tuberculosis and 
malaria and typhoid and typhus. 

Item: The possibilities, the vision 
of the alluvial plain between the 
Tigris and the Euphrates, once 
more a rich and abundant Eden, 
a vision to make the engineer's 
hands itch to be at it, so easy is 
it of fulfillment. 

Before Hulague, fierce son of 
Khubla Khan, destroyed the Meso- 
potamian irrigation works, this 
area supported 30,000,000 people. 
Now with only 5,000,000 acres un- 
der cultivation it supports 5,000,- 
000, the vast majority at the low- 
est possible level of life. . 

The American Agricultural Sur- 
vey Mission to the Near East has 
reported flatly that there is no 
area in the world where the stand- 
ard of living of the people could 
be raised more steeply by a 


smaller investment of money and 
effort. The mission estimated 
that 10,000,000 acres of arable land 
could be added by an investment 
of $100,000,000, 

Item: The oil—and plenty of it 
—lying richly under the feet of 
the miserable fellahin, its wealth 
hardly tapped. The British posi- 
tion as a great power, and indeed 
the whole economy of England, 
depend on this oil and oil from 
neighboring Persia. 


Item: The British. Here only 
the laboratory specimen shows it- 
self not quite perfect, a trifle an- 
achronistic, for whereas every- 
where else throughout the Middle 
East, the British are clearly cut- 
ting their commitments, here there 
has been little change. Here the 
time-honored British imperial 
technique is preserved like a 
lonely fly in amber.

The Pulitzer Stamp in St, Louis 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

More than 10,000 stamp and first-day 
cover collectors in St. Louis and vicinity 
are disappointed that New York has 
been designated as the first-day-of-issue 
city of the postage stamp honoring 
Joseph Pulitzer. 

St. Louis should rightfully be the hon- 
ored city. Mr. Pulitzer began his jour- 
nalism career here in 1868 with the old 
Westliche Post, and in 1878 he founded 
what is now the Post-Dispatch, He was 
a St. Louisan by adoption. He served in 
the Missouri Legislature in 1870 from 
St. Louis. He served as a member of 
the Police Board. All his early activi- 


ties were centered in and around St. 


Louis. 

The Post Office Department has seen 
fit to memorialize him by the issuance 
of a postage stamp commemorating his 
birth 100 years ago on April 10, and it is 
fitting that such an honor be given to 
this great man. St. Louis should be 
proud that one of its own should be so 
honored. 

St. Louls has shared honors with other 
cities in the past in the issuance of 
first-day covers and commemorative 
stamps, but none of its own great’ has 
ever been honored before. As we have 
passed up the opportunity to be THE 
first-day-of-issue city, we can strongly 
urge the Postmaster General to desig- 
nate St. Louls as a first-day-of-issue 
city, and share the

Inflation in Scrap-iron 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your March 6 issue you carried a 
letter from R. S. Thomas which is criti- 
cal of the iron and steel scrap industry 
and the recent increase in the price of 
scrap. I wish to reply to that letter. 

It is true that the market on scrap 
has increased since OPA ceilings were 
removed oh Nov. 10, but not 300 per 
cent. The OPA ceiling on No. 1 heavy 
melting steel scrap at St. Louis was 
$17.50 a gross ton; the present market 
is about $32, making the increase not 
quite 100 per cent. Even this increase 
the scrap industry deplores. 

In a few words, this is what has hap- 
pened to scrap. During the war many 
millions of tons of potential scrap were 
lost in combat; much potential scrap 
was left overseas in the form of surplus 
equipment and supplies; much potential 
scrap remains locked up in government 
surpluses; wartime salvage drives ac- 
celerated obsolescence and borrowed 
from the future. 

OPA compounded all this by refusing 
to grant any price increases during the 
entire war period, making scrap ripe for 
rebound once control was lifted. 

Steel mills and foundries are attempt- 
ing to operate practically at the war- 
time peak in order to make up deficien- 
cies in automobiles, housing, freight 
cars, etc. 

Monthly consumption of purchased 
scrap, in excess of 2,000,000 gross tons, 
is within 5 per cent of the wartime 
peak. 


Enough scrap is moving to meet cur- 


rent requirements, but the margin is so 
marrow that it has bred excessive com- 
petition by consumers. 

Believe it or not, scrap dealers are 
not interested in high prices. 

The only beneficiaries of high prices 
are the originators of scrap, such as 
railroads and industrial plants. The 
dealer only gets the margin between 
the cost of unprepared material and the 
selling price of prepared, 

Brokers are loath to accept orders 
from consumers because they usually 
are compelled to cover at a loss. 

The remedy for the present situation, 


_ both to stabilize the price and to make 


more steel available, is for the Govern- 
ment to turn loose more surplus, thereby 
not only realizing a satisfactory price, 
but also helping to generate more iron 
and steel. ; 

Scrap dealers are pounding on the 


doors of the Government, urging sur- 


pluses to be marketed. 

Incidentally, every dollar that pur- 
chased scrap rises actually increases the 
cost of steel at the ingot only 20 cents. 

Steel ingots, the most elemental form 
of steel, are quoted today at $42 a ton. 
This refutes Mr, Thomas’ argument that 


ecrap is priced higher than commodi- 


ties made from it.

What Price Small Loans? 


In spite of the fact that it legalizes small loans 
at rates up to 56 per cent, the State Senate 
passed its interest code bill by an overwhelming 
22-to-4, (The honor roll: Hogan and Horn of 
St. Louis, McColl of Nodaway and Noble of 
Kennett.) Why? 

Some of the 22 are tools of the loan lobby. 
The Legislature always includes some lenders 


and lenders’ lawyers. To be fair, however, others 


must have been satisfied by the lobby’s “educa- 
tional” work that they were acting in the best 
interest of everyone concerned. We propose to 
show that they were sériously misled. 

Does any Senator assume that lenders will be 
satisfied with the 26 per cent allowed on one- 
year loans—that they will not force many bor- 
rowers to sign instead for the short period of 
two months at the usurious 56? If so, he is not 


informed on the merciless practices found in 


this trade—for instance, the extortionate 
scheme described by the Better Business Bureau 
elsewhere on this page. Borrowers are being 
forced to buy excessively priced “insurance” 
from lenders. In one instance brought to the 
Post-Dispatch’s attention, a company whose of- 
ficers are prominent in the loan lobby made a 
man take $750 insurance at an exorbitant $18.75 
premium—on a loan of only $140! 

The only sure mercy must be written in the 
law itself. Make no mistake that mercy is not 
needed. Patrons of high-rate lenders com- 
monly lack the financial experience to shop 
around for lower-cost loans. According to the 
lobby’s own data, most borrowing is to relieve 
personal emergencies. 

No doubt some Senators are impressed that 
only high rates can keep everyone in the busi- 
ness who is in it now. But there are more 
lenders than the public needs. For want of 
sufficient patronage or good management, some 
could not make a good living if they were al- 
lowed to charge 100 per cent. Many spend only 
a fraction of their time on the loan business. 
It is not the state's duty to “featherbed” the 
inefficient, Its duty is to set rates only high 
enough to procure adequate smhll-loan credit— 
a standard which automatically offers reasonable 
profits to reasonably efficient and busy lenders. 

Two strong pillars of evidence prove that the 
Senate rates are far above reasonableness.’ First, 
when lenders borrow at the bank for 3 per cent 
and lend ‘at 26 per cent, their mark-up is a 
fantastic 767 per cent. No other kind of mer- 
chant dreams of stich a margin, No such margin 
is needed. Lenders do not have to finance slow- 
moving stocks, they are free of inventory and 
spoilage losses, they need only modest selling 
They are amply pro- 


ing co-signers or mortgages on furniture and 
automobiles. The industry itself boasts that 
“sour” loans are rare. 

The other evidence is experience itself. A 
downtown bank has specialized for years in 
small loans at about 12 per cent. Other banks 
are lending at 8 per cent (plus insurance at 
actual cost)—and say they are making money at 
it. The Missouri Bankers’ Association is on rec- 
ord for a 16 per cent limit, The difference be- 
tween bank rates and 16 per cent makes gen- 
erous allowance for the moderately higher costs 
incurred by specialized loan companies. . 

Such evidence argues conclusively that the 
state should permit not more than 15 or 16 
per cent on the smallest loans—and no extra 
charges of any kind. Such.a rate on the first 
$100 borrowed compensates amply for investiga- 
tion and clerical expense, so the rate should then 
decrease—say, to 12 per cent on the next $300 
and 9 or 10 on amounts above $400. These 
rates will make a good income for well-managed, 
reasonably busy lenders. 

The Senate urges the state to experiment 
with rates only a little lower than the old 36 
and 30 per cent and see what happens. That’s 
a trap. A long history of failures proves it is 


almost impossible to put, through rate-reducing 


bills. There is a chance for reasonable rates 
now only ‘because lenders want relief from the 
new Constitution’s “automatic” 8 per cent limit. 

It is important, therefore, that the 1947 code 
be one that Missouri is willing to live with for 
some years. This means, first, that the House, 
which had a pretty good average formula last 
year (24 per cent, which is high, on the first $100, 
and 8 per cent, a little low, on larger amounts), 
should hold steadfast against the Senate bill and 
for a reasonable bill. Second, if an unfair bill 
does come through to Gov. Donnelly, he should 
veto it as he did the Senate-inspired bill of 
last year.

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When “Yes” Means “No” 

There are two very good things about the new- 
ly-formied Citizens“ Committee to Oppose Repeal 
of Daylight Saving Time and its statement to 
citizens of St. Louis who must vote on this issue 
two weeks from tomorrow. ‘ 

The committee itself is a splendid demonstra- 
tion of community activity, It brings together 
many creeds, civic groups, educational organiza- 
tions, juvenile societies and welfare and health 


clubs and associations. Under the chairmanship — 


of former Juvenile Court Judge Fred J. Hoff- 
meister are to be found representatives of such 
organizations as the Urban League, Catholic Char- 
ities, Church Federation of St. Louis, V. M. C. A., 
V. M. H. A. and Municipal Athletic Association. All 
these groups are joined because they know that 
St. Louis is a healthier, better city for the extra 
hour of daylight for summer play and exercise 
of its young people. 3 

What makes the committee’s statement par- 
ticularly valuable is its emphasis on the danger 
that many supporters of daylight saving may be 


confused by the form in which the issue is pre- 


sented on the ballot. The danger is that many 
persons will mark their ballots “yes” in the 
thought that a “yes” vote will mean they favor 
daylight saving. The fact is a “no” vote is re- 
quired to retain daylight saving since the pro- 
posal on the ballot is to repeal. 3 

The retention of daylight saving may turn on 
this very point. Since a generous poll of opin- 
ion showed that St. Louisans are in favor of keep- 


ing daylight saving, this new committee and its 


constituent organizations will be wise to follow 
through closely and see that voters know that, to 
vote yes“ on daylight saving, the ballot must 
be marked “no.” 


Historie Justice 

Foreign Minister Bidault's proposal that Ger- 
many’s population be reduced by organized emi- 
gration has two highly legitimate purposes. First, 
it would reduce Germany’s excessively high popu- 
lation density, which has helped make Germany 
a seedbed of war. Second, the reduction in popu- 
lation would make Germany a less formidable 
foe if it should attempt to make war in the 
future. 

„The population density in Germany is 507 per 
square mile—two and a half times that of France, 
nearly three times that of Poland, and about 12 
times as great as that of the United States. 

Mr. Bidault indicates that France herself is 
willing to absorb immigrants from Germany, This 
would help raise France's low birthrate and, as 
many Frenchmen frankly ‘admit, add vigorous 
blood to a nation whose racial stock suffered ter- 
rible blows in the Napoleonic Wars, the Franco- 
Prussign War and the First World War. 

If emigration under pressure be regarded as 
‘a penalty on the German state, it is historic jus- 
tice. For never in history did any nation under- 
take such a systematic, brutal extermination of 
neighboring peoples as Germany perpetrated in 
the last war. 4 
‘lin, Field Marshal Von Rundstedt said: 


... itis nece for us Germans always 
at least to double the number of peoples in 

contiguous countries. We are therefore 
obliged to destroy at least a third of their - 
inhabitants. The only means is organized 
underfeeding (read starvation), which in this 
case is better than machine guns. 


Von Rundstedt is dead, but. the people who 
committed the crime he urged can pay a partial 
penalty in the forced emigration which France 


advocates. m

An Excellént Free Press Member 


For this country’s representative on the UN 
subcommittee on freedom of the press, the Unit- 
ed States has nominated Zechariah Chafee Jr. 
Thé choice is first rate. Mr. Chafee, Langdell 
professor of law at Harvard, where he has taught 
for 30 years, is a specialist in questions involv- 
ing the issue of a free press. His book, “Free 
Speech in the United States,” stands in the fore- 
front of all works on the subject. Other volumes 
with titles such as “Freedom and the Modern 
World” and “Return to Freedom” show this to 
be his abiding concern. The choice is all the 
more appropriate since Prof. Chafee is vice chair- 
man of the Commission on Freedom of the Press, 
whose painstaking studies of press, radio, mov- 
ing picture and communications problems are 
about to be issued to the public by the Univer- 
sity of Chicago Press.

City finances get sicker by the day—so the 
Board of Aldermen took five tax remedies pre- 
scribed by the Mayor and Tax Commission and 
poured them down the drain. What does the 
loss of $3,250,000 mean against the fact that, as 
one of the municipal statesmen said, the people 
are allergic to taxes? Others spoke soothingly 
about slashing the budget enough to balance the 
books without new taxes. 

And, soaring above all such solo performances, 
this mighty chorus: Let’s not do anything about 
taxes until after the April 1 election, because 
anything we do, some voters are not going to 
like it—or about economy either, because any- 
thing we do, some city jobholders and their sis- 
r and cousins and aunts are not going to like 
t Rat. 

Rather than wait for an April Fool present, 
we have an idea that a good many voters will 
pester the municipal statesmen to get their 
budgetary baby house-broken before March is 
out. There's a beautiful chance here for the 
Aldermen to show some quick results, and for

financial plight is or should be the only major 
issue in the campaign, and the Aldermen them-

From the Bulletin of the St. Louis Better Business Bureau 


Missouri has been a battle ground be- 
tween loan sharks, (240 per cent per an- 
num and upward) and the so-called licensed 
lenders (30 to 36 per cent per year) in years 
gone by. More lately the major battle front 
was between the so-called licensed lenders 
and the banking groups who entered into 
the small loan field in search of new fields 
for their banking funds. 

Out of all this controversy, the State 
Constitutional Convention attempted to 
settle the issue by providing for a universal 
interest rate, applicable to all lenders and 
borrowers alike. The Legislature worked 
out a compromise enactment, which the 
Governor vetoed because in his opinion, 
contrary to that of the Legislature, the pro- 
posed statutes were not consistent with 
the provisions of the new Constitution, 

In an effort to determine what effect the 
present lack of any law to license and 
supervise money lending has had upon the 
borrowers, the Better Business Bureau has 
compiled data from inquiries made of our 
office and by special investigation. 


More Revenue for Lenders 


This study indicates that most of the 
small loan companies and some banks are 
now making extra charges of one sort or 
another (which the general interest laws 
providing for a maximum of 8 per cent per 
annum do not sanction or prohibit), such 


as requiring borrowers to buy life, health 


and accident, and other insurance from the 
lenders; or collecting for notary fees and 
credit investigations. a 


All these have the effect of bringing more 
revenue to the lenders, and in some cases 
making the true cost of the loans equal to 
or greater than under the 2% and 3 per 
cent per month on unpaid balances paid 
to small. loan companies before July 1, 


1946, when the old laws became void. 


One branch of one of the smaller com- 


panies having several offices in this area 
„ has for months been collecting an average 


of over $5000 per month for insurance 
premiums, covering life, and health and 
accident insurance on its borrowers. The 
insurance premiums charged were over 
five times as much as was chargeable for 
interest at 8 per cent per annum, simple 
interest. 


As this company operated several offi- 
ces in Missouri, the borrowers are now 
paying a terrific toll to money lenders for 
“extras” which were not permitted under 
the small loan laws while they were in 
force prior to July 1, 1946. 

A mail handler complained that he went 
to a loan company to borrow $200 on his 
automobile. He owed a balance of $67.34 
on the car. He asked for automobile in- 
surance which cost $28. He received be- 
tween $130 and $140 in cash. He was 
charged $55.50 for life, accident and health 
insurance, which he did not order, had no 
use for, and concerning which there was 
no discussion. 


The Borrower Is Confused 


He had been given about 45 minutes to 
read a “lot of papers“ before he signed up 
and just as he was to sign, some other 
papers were added to the pile to be signed. 
After he got home and checked through 
what he had been given, he found a copy 
of an application for the life, health and 
accident insurance costing $55.50, 

He returned to the office and was told 
by the manager he had to do what he was 
told, and it was the regular custom to re- 
quire borrowers to buy life, health and ac- 
cident insurance. He was therefore obli- 
gated to pay $25 per month, or $300, for 
about $235 loaned to him. 

It is also disclosed that the life insurance 
usually supplied is “single interest.” It 
protects the lender for the unpaid bdlance 
of the account, and that is all. 


It is evident that appropriate regulatory 
laws are needed. Those laws, in our 
opinion, should provide strict supervision, 
licensing, examinations and annual reports, 
and an interest rate fair first to borrow- 
ers, and fair also to lenders to the extent 
that they will not have to impose “com- 
panion sales” of unwanted items on bor- 
rowers to be able to operate. 


For the umpteenth time, therefore, the 
Legislature of Missouri has to give to this 
major matter further consideration and it 
is to be hoped, for the sake of the citizens 
of Missouri who must occasionally borrow 
money, that the statutes proposed by the 
Legislature will merit and receive the Gov- 
ernor’s approval.

Between Book Ends 


In the Mind of a Child 


THE PRACTICING OF CHRISTOPHER, by Josephine 

Eckert. (The Dial Press, New York.) 

In this prize-winning first novel, Miss 
Eckert has achieved an unusual degree of 
restraint and balance in dealing with a 
subtle and difficult subject—the world of 
a small boy. 

Christopher Rosmer, just under 9 years 
old, is the sensitive, imaginative son of 
Allan Rosmer, historian and novelist, and 
Gerry, an exceptional faculty wife. Allan 
is short with the boy, taking out on his 
son the impatience which he feels.at the 
slow progress he is making on a novel. 
Gerry is more understanding toward Chris- 
topher except when she becomes absorbed 
in trying to marry off Christopher's best 
friend, Binkie, a poet and critic,

Other characters appear from time to 
time: Susanna, a little girl who is quite as 
lonely as Christopher and twice as imag- 
inative; her grandfather, a retired pro- 
fessor; Laura, a beautiful blond who writes 
plays and has a bad effect upon Binkie; 
several other girls whose effect upon the 
poet is not what Gerry hopes it may be; 
and finally Betty, whom Christopher intro- 
duces to Binkie rather by accident. One 
other juvenile character deserves mention 
—Theodore Haven Fitzgerald, son of a pro- 
fessor of zoology and better known as 
“Blood and Guts.” 

These are the more important people in 
the life of Christopher, and they drift in 
and out of the story with a casualness that 
leads one to believe that one is seeing 
through the eyes of a 99-year-old boy. 

Christopher’s physical world is limited 
at first to the yard of the Rosmer home 
and the park beyond it. Gradually this 
world expands as the boy ranges farther 
afield, seeking the companionship which he 
cannot find at home, and finally it includes 
even New York, where Christopher goes in 
desperation to seek Binkie and to avoid 
being sent away to school. 

* * * 

Allan. at Binkie’s urging, follows the boy 
to New York, and the reconciliation of the 
boy and his father is attended by many 
fortunate circumstancgs for everyone con- 
cerned, 

“The Practicing of Christopher” is a 


‘book written for the person who preserves 


in himself something of the naturalness 
and sensitivity of childhood. For the more 
callous reader, the essential childish atti- 
tude of wonder, the delicate humor and 
even the occasional flashes of satire might 
be too bland a fare. One can hope, how- 
ever, that there are enough readers of the 
former sort to give Miss Eckert's novel the 
good reception it deserves.

It pre- 

sumed that up to that point, Eu- 

ropean or Asiatic wars could not 

harm the United States. It took 

for granted that the American 

people could acquire and maintain 

unequalled prosperity while the 

immense majority of mankind 

hungered. It was based on a re- 

fusal of Americans to become 
their brother's keeper. 


For about a century and a half 
—up until the opening of World 
War I—continentalism was a wise 
policy. About 1914, it ceased to 
be effective, 


Since then—some 33 years—we 
have been trying to make up our 
mind what to adopt next. While 
we still wrangled, science and the 
Soviet Union finally made it up 
for us. Science reduced the phys- 
ical globe to be a single neighbor- 
‘hood. Science acquired the means 
ef providing a better living for 
every human being. Science fi- 
nally produced the atomic bomb 
and a number of other weapons 
that make the threat of war all 
but intolerable. A new world was 
born. 


What Truman Did. 


Our Soviet allies utilized our 
common victory over an odious 
political combination to extend a 
national power, a political regime 
and an economic philosophy that 
most Americans considered dan- 
gerous, After five years of futile 
efforts to prevent such extension 
by friendly agreement, the United 
States recognized the dilemma: 
submission or resistance. 


Submission is not in the Ameri- 
can character. When, after Ameri- 
can failures to save even the 
shreds of freedom in Poland and 
the Balkans, the rising Soviet tide 
reached Greece and Turkey, Presi-

MacArthur came to

perience with Wagner's music has 
beén broad. But with it, he has 
not evidently grasped the repose 
and poetic feeling that Wagner 
on rare occasions discloses, Yes- 
terday’s performances had plenty 
of excitement and little respite. 
Details were ample. Wholly lack- 
ng was a projection of the lyrical 
line, 

The orchestra under the circum- 
stances lacked the veneer which 
it had developed this season. The 
brass responded with such energy 
that it drowned out inner-voice 
es in the strings.

CHARGES MAN TRIED TO GET

A man and a woman were at 
liberty on bond today following 
their arrest Saturday on compaint 
of Chris Cento, part-time real 
estate dealer, who told police the 
man tried to get about $500 from 
him for damages allegedly due 
the woman, who is a former 
friend of Cento.

Potential M-Day Forces. 
Although the planning for a 
possible “M-day” contemplates a 


total effective force of 1,750,000 on 
that day, the force available now 
and for many months in the future 
will be far below that. 
That is because a National Guard 
of 680,000 and an organized re- 
serve of 195,000 is estimated in 
the M-day force figure—and there 
is neither a trained guard nor 
reserve force ready now. The only 
ferce in anything like a condition 
of readiness is the regular Army, 
about 1,200,000 strong. 
The number of divisions which 
could be used immediately can be 
counted on the fingers of one 
hand, with spares left, officials 
said. As examples, they mentioned 
that the Eighty-second Airborne 
Division at Fort Bragg, N.C., prob- 
ably is in a fair state of readi- 
ness and that one or two others 
might be available overseas if 
they could be pulled out of occu- 
pation duties. 
War Department officials said 
the necessity for a quick muster- 
ing of the nation’s manpower in 
an emergency makes it impera- 
tive that the 44,000,000 records 
gathered in connection with the 
selective service system be kept 
at hand for immediate reference. 
t Conversion 
While equipment and supplies 
remaining from World War II 
probably would be sufficient to 
outfit a reconstituted Army, at 
the start, officials expressed doubt 
about the prospect of getting 
plants back into prompt produc- 
tion of war goods. They recalled 
that by Pearl Harbor day there 
was a nucleus for war production 
in the United States due to foreign 
orders, but that now virtually all 
plants have thrown out tools for 
such production, 
In one phase of an attempt to 
deal with this problem, the Army 
and Navy have started a collec- 
tion of machine tools from surplus 
stocks and production lines where 
they are no longer required. The 
equipment is being “moth-balled” 
in much ‘the same manner as sur- 
plus airplanes and naval craft — 
cleaned, sprayed with preserva- 
tives, wrapped and stored. 
The currentiy gloomy picture for 
the Army's ground forces is off- 
set in considerable measure by 
the status of the air forces and 
Navy. 
The organizational structures of 
those services are much nearer 
being intact than the land forces. 
Both have found volunteer re- 
cruiting adequate for their man- 
power needs. 


The Navy's active and ready re- 


serve fleets are prepared for vir- 
tually instant duty; the “moth- 
ball fleet” is designed for return 
to the seas in from 30 to 60 days. 
The AAF has the only known 
fleet of super-heavy, ultra long- 
range bombers in the world, cap- 
able of delivering the atomic bomb. 
Left over from wartime produc- 
tion was a fleet of about 3000 
B-29 Superfortresees. Deliveries 
have started on the new B-36 bomb- 
ers, built to carry 10,000 pounds 
of bombs 10,000 miles, but the de- 
liveries are so limited they amount 
to mere token output.

Stewart Peronne is the highly 
cultivated, coldly intelligent Brit- 
ish Colonial Counselor.

mation of Iraqi policy, including 
the formation of Iraqi cabinets. 
Yet, even the most Empire- 
minded British know vaguely that 
change of some ‘sort is on the 
way. One senses that British 
policy here is a policy of puzzled 
inertia, 

Item: The effendis, sows shieks, 
the ruling class, many sincere pa- 
triots, — owning a full 300,000 
acres of Iraqi land, all jealous 
of their preogatives, It is through 
a minority of this tiny minority 
that British control is exercised. 
For years the British technique 
has worked, more or less—rather 
less than more if it is true that 
the pro-Nazi regime of Raschid 
Ali was more widely popular than 
any government before or since. 

Unless the technique is dras- 
tically altered, it would be the 
shieks and effendis who would 
stand to profit first by any en- 
gineering program. The new land 
would become their land. 

Item: The Russians, their eyes 
assuredly still focused on the rich 
Middle Eastern prize, Iraq, unlike 
Persia or Turkey or Greece, is not 
in the front line, has never felt 
the full Soviet pressure, yet, there 
have been signs for any sensible 
man to read: The short-lived 
Soviet flirtation with the Iraqi 
Kurds; the strike in the Kirkuk 
oil fields, timed to coincide with 
the Soviet-inspired strike in the 
Anglo-Iranian fields, the discovery 
in January of a well-heeled Com- 
munist underground, headed by a 
Moscow-trained Arab, calling him- 
self romantically Fahad, or the 
Leopard. 

The Russians, like the British, 
know that change is coming to 
this area. They think they know 
what direction the change will 
take. 

Item: Last but not least, Pales- 
tine. Palestine is a paramount 
issue in Iraq. 

These then are the main strands 
in the strange, immensely complex 
political tapestry of the Middle 
Eastern problem. Only one thing 
s certain, that no wave of a pat- 
ented, streamlined American-made 
magic wand will solve the problem 
overnight, 

Yet either a determined, clear- 
headed, integrated effort to stabi- 
lize the political and economic 
situation in this area must be 
made or the United States must 
be prepared for the total overturn 
of the world power balance, which 
will otherwise sooner or later en- 
sue. 

That is the unanimous assess- 
ment of every competent observer 
in this area.

OR WAR LATER,

inaction in blood, in treasure, in 
the disruption of our lives, in 
tears and bitterness. We won, at 
last—and there is no land on 
earth where American graves do 
not mark the cost of this victory. 

Now we are faced with a new 
aggression—the expanding power 
of the Soviet Union, seeking to 
impose by force, direct and indi- 
rect, its particular form of tyran- 
ny on the free peoples of the 
earth. Once more we find our- 
selves faced with the choice of 
preventive action now or war lat- 
er. 

The issue has been put to us in 
clear and forceful words by the 
President, who is lacking neither 
in the vision to understand what 
is now at stake nor the courage 
to tell us the facts bluntly. 

Once more, of course, we hear 
raised the voices which warn us 
of “involvement,” of “a plot to 
rush us into another war,” as Sen- 
ator W. Lee (“Pass the Biscuits, 
Pappy”) O’Daniel of Texas puts it. 
Once more we hear “This is a 
matter for the United Nations,” 
as men used to say “This is a 
matter for the League of Nations.” 
Yet these voices seem to be in a 
minority. Other and stronger 
voices, in the Senate, in the House 
and throughout the country, are 
raised in support of the President. 
It would appear that we have 
learned the bitter lessons which 
experience has taught us, It would 
appear that the bloody mistakes 
of the past are not to be repeated. 

Difference in Conditions, 

There is, of course, one great 
difference between the conditions 
of 1931, of 1935, of 1936, and the 
conditions of 1947. Then we might 
have acted in concert with other 
peoples who were both strong and 
free. Now we must act virtually 
alone. The United Nations (like 
the League) has no power of its 
own, no strength which is not 
given it by its members, no means 
of taking action save through the 
forces and by the decision of its 
members. Whatever action the 
United Nations might decide upon 
in the way of helping Greece or 
Turkey, or resisting Soviet aggres- 
sion anywhere else, would in the 
end have to be carried out by the 
United States, since no other 
member is strong enough to do 
anything very effective. 

China is torn by civil war. 
France is but beginning to re- 
cover from the wounds she has 
sustained; her military resources 
have ‘been strained almost to the 
A breaking point by maintaining 
only two divisions in Germany 
and two in Indo-China. Britain, 
strongest of all our colleagues, 
has signified her inability to carry 
on in Greece, in Palestine and 
elsewhere. 

If the tide, of Russian ageres- 
sion is to be checked, it will be 
checked by our readiness to act. 
If we are both ready and willing 
to act, it can be checked without 
fighting. If we are ready and 
willing only to talk, then indeed 
we are on the downward path 
toward the debacle of civilization. 
For some dark day we shall be 
compelled to act—when it is too 
late, when we are relatively 
weaker and the Russians im- 
mensely stronger, when success 
has gone to their heads, and they 
have convinced themselves that 
we will not or can not fight, as 
the Germans and the Japanese 
convinced themselves. 

Those who say that to act now 
involves the risk of war are rec- 
ommending to us again the policy 
of inaction, the policy of 1931 and 
19385 and 1936, the policy which 
made war inevitable, Their argu- 
ment stands condemned by the 
stern lessons of experience. The 
President and the Secretary of 
State have learned those lessons 
and are applying them.

IT SEEMS TO M that a large number of 
readers are coming to realize how closely tied 
together are the lives of city and country 
dweller—and how dependent are both on research 
and progress in such fields as nutrition, forestry 
and the management of our soil and water re- 
sources. In the country, people are saying let's 
show our youngsters that farming. as a way of 
life can be just as attractive as the occupations 
of the city.” And the youngsters are taking 
home to their farm parents new ideas about the 
relationship of good farming to wildlife, many 
species of which live out their entire cycle of 
existence on a single farm. City people, at the 
same time, are saying “can I keep my income- 
producing job in town and still give my children 
the advantages of country living? We want them 
to grow up knowing and loving the country.” 

Well, it is our belief that the interest in nature 
and in country living are basic; one might almost 
say instinctive. It has nothing to do with eco- 
nomic status, with political beliefs either liberal 
or reactionary, with tolerance or prejudice. Per- 
haps it is touched by the acquisitive instinct, be- 
ing a way of life which appeals little to those 
whose primary aim is material profit. Country 
life is lived for values which are deeper—and 
more intangible—than “how many dollars can I 
make and how quickly.” But, when we stop and 
add up the real value which it is possible to get 
out of life—and consider, moreover, how few 
really win in the struggle for purely material 
gsuccess—I think there is much to be said for 
those who live intelligently on the land.

What Is “Common Cold”?

N old England, the Medical Re- 
| search Council and the Ministry 

of Health have been carrying 
on a research for a year or more 
in the attempt to “find a cure for 
the most prevalent of all diseases, 
the common cold” and a medical 
correspondent reports from Lon- 
don that the attempt or search is 
“proving very difficult.” 


That, children, is what is known 
in America as understatement. 

Now if a few doctors could 
agree without collusion on a def- 
inition of “the common cold“ 
there might be some point in car- 
rying on such research in quest 
of a cure. But good gosh, fellows, 
before you can possibly cure any- 
thing somebody has to have i 
and I defy you to tell how an 
doctor can determine that a pa- 
tient has “the common cold” and 
not one of the numerous other 
diseases, such as measles, scarlet 
fever, streptococcus or septic sore 
throat, infantile paralysis, epide- 
mic meningitis or diphtheria, 
which are so commonly spread 
while they masquerade as com- 
mon cold.” How can a doctor be 
reasonably sure the indisposition 
is not such an iliness in the stage 
of onset before the true nature of 
the illness becomes obvious?

“FILTHY LUCRE.” 


HE word “lucre” derives from 
T ine Latin lucrum, meaning 

“gain,” whether in money or 
goods, or whatever the nature of 
the profit, in the sense of our 
word lucrative. To us its mean- 
ing is colored re especially with 
the idea of the money itself, gold, 
cash—a narrowing down, but not 
a weakening of one of the most 
powerful expressions in* our lan-

West could have made things 
very comfortable for his adver- 
sary by holding up the diamond 
queen, but from his point of view 
it was possible that declarer had 
started with the A-K-J of dia- 
monds, and if West had ducked 
with the queen, South could run 
the rest of the suit by laying 
down the ace and the king. 
Therefore, West cannot be fairly 
criticized for taking the diamond 
queen and continuing with the 
hearts in the hope of running 
that suit. Obviously, however, 
South had another heart stopper 
with the lead coming from West, 
and he eventually finessed against 
the diamond king to bring home 
the contract, 

Observe that if by chance the 
South hand had been exposed 
with North the decwrer, it would 
have been elementary for East 
to shut out the diamond suit by 
the simple expedient of putting 
up the king second hand. In 
other words, when the four of 
diamonds was led, East would put 
up the king because he would not 
let the declarer duck that trick. 
Under the actual circumstances 
East should have made the same 
play because there was a very 
good chance that by putting up 
the king he would sever the con- 
nections between the closed hand 
and dummy.

VEN though there has been a 

lot of cold weather, it won't

Grilled spring chickens are 
wonderful picnic fare, To cook 
them over the grill, have them 
cleaned, dressed and cut in half.

This ‘will take quite a while, so 
start them well in advance of 
when you plan to eat.

WHEN FRESH CORN comes 
along, try cooking it outdoors this 
way: Remove the shucks and silk, 
wash and dry the corn, after ex- 
amining carefully for any unwel- 
come guests. Use a long handled 
fork, or your shish-kabeb skewers, 
and hold the ears of corn over 
the coals, turning all the time, 
The corn will turn bigck, but 
that only seems to impfove the 
fiavor. Test the grains to see 
when they are tender, then brush 
all over with melted butter to 
which salt and pepper have been 
added. If you have an outdoor 
oven or pit, you can put the corn, 
gilked and cleaned, but with the 
shucks pulled back on and dam- 
pened right into the hot coals or 
ashes and cover them with more 
coals. They roast beautifully this 
way, but take some time, depend- 
ing on the temperature of the 
coals, ete. 

If your budget allows, get a 
sirloin steak, cut to two and one 
half inch thickness and weighing 
about six pounds, Pepper it heav- 
fly on both sides, after rubbing it 
with a clove of garlic, Put the 
meat on the grill and turn it often. 
After 15 minutes or so it will have 
a semicharred crust and will be 
beautifully rare inside, Now put 
the steak in a pan and salt it on 
both sides. ‘Then heat it again 
with one half pound of butter 
which has melted in the pan.

OW and then some homemak- 
er who seems to be acquiring 
skill in the making of omelet 
suddenly is surprised to turn out 
a green one onto the platter and 
she wonders if it is poison and 
what in the world caused it. 
Usually such cooks have learned 
the importance of not beating the 
whites to the point where they 
become dry in appearance in or- 
der to get the biggest, puffiest 
omelets possible. The green color 
on the bottom of the omelet means 
that some of the egg has sepa- 
rated out either when the beaten 
whites and yolks have been com- 
bined and stand around a little 
while before cooking, or the whites 
were not beaten sufficiently, or 
the beaten yolks and beaten 
whites were not blended thorough- 
ly. 

The cause is due to the forma- 
tion of hydrogen sulfide in the 
whites combining with the iron 
in the yolk to form the greenish 
colored iron sulfide. It is perfect- 
ly harmless but not attractive. The 
way to prevent it is to beat the 
whites thoroughly but not until 
they are dry in appearance, blend 
them immediately with the beaten 
yolks, and start cooking promptly. 
And omelets cook more rapidly on 
top of the stove than in the oven, 
so there is less danger of obtain- 
ing a green omelet cooked on top 
of the stove than when cooked al- 
together in the oven, because the 
oven omelet takes longer anc gives

out. 
Stay-Puff Omelet, 

Three tablespoons butter or 
margarine, three tablespoons flour, 
three-fourths cup milk, one-haif 
a teaspoon salt, four eggs, sep-

Prepare a thick white sauce 
from the first. four ingredients, 
Cool, Beat the egg yolks slightly, 
add white sauce and three-fourths 
teaspoon salt and beat thoroughly 
to blend.

UP IN COMMITTEE TOMORROW 


The aldermanic public welfare 
committee will consider tomorrow 
the bill which would authorize 
transfer of City Sanitarium to the 
State, Alderman Clara Hempel- 
mann, committee chairman, an- 
nounced today. It has been esti- 
mated that the transfer would 
save the city about $1,000,000 an- 
nually. 

Mrs, Hempelmann, who intro- 
duced the bill twice last year, only 
to have it defeated each time, was 
hopeful that the Board of Alder- 
men would approve the transfer.
